dications no one had been at home 
there during the last few days.

gained in later life. Lincoln has 
and always will have a place in the 
inspiration of youns men to better 
and noble lives and to bigger and 
monc enobling acts."

Under an explicit ruling by the 


inspector general of soldiers' homes 


Parceling Wave Lengths by States 
Looms Via New Radio Control Bill 


erans on the roster of the Milford 
home but living outside it have been' 
notified by the commandant, J. O. 
Moore, that they must either, move 
to the institution and take at least 
two meals a day there, -or forfeit 
the allowances of food, clothing, and 
fuel, together with free laundry 
service, heretofore made to them. 
The commandant took this action 


after hearing from Col. B- K. Cash, 
the federal inspector general, and 
referring the matter to the board of 
control at Lincoln.. An opinion from 
the attorney general's office, re- 
plying to the board's inquiry, holds 
that the commandant at Milford is 
not required by law to furnish pro- 
visions, fuel or- other supplies to' 
1 persons residing outside, if accom- 
modations for them are available 
in the home. 
One hundred dollars a year is paid 


by the,'Jnited. States government to 
the state of Nebraska for each in- 
mate of the soldiers' homes at Mil- 
ford and Grand Island. It has beeji 
customary to include in the count 
veterans living outside; but the in- 
spector general says this must not 
be done. In the case of two men at 
Milford who were included on its 
roster, the state of Nebraska will 
have to refund from $200 to $400 re- 
ceived from the federal government 
for their maintenance during the 
past year or two. 
Vetoes the Practice. 
The following letter written Jan- 


uary 13 by Inspector General Cash 
to Commandant Moore at Milford 
is self-explanatory: 
"It will be recalled that upon oc- 
casion of the 
Inspection of your 


home November 13, 1925, it was 
found that 
two members, Hiram 
Craig and H. N. Ward, were being 
carried as present, although cacti 
lived outside the home and drew 
rations, fuel and clothing and did 
not eat any meals in the home. 
"It has .been 
ruled some time 


since that members should not be 
reported as present for federal aid 
unless they ate at least two meals 
each da^ in the home. 
In other 


words, federal aid cannot ,be paid 
to a state on behalf o£ a member 
who is not maintained In the home. 


"For this reason it Is requested 
that you report to this office, giving 
the dates when each of these mem- 
bers commenced being reported as 
present but were 'residing outside 
the home, together with the num- 
Ijer of days each has been included 
in reports for federal aid payments 
and the total number of days that 
it. will be necessary to deduct from 
the next federal aid' Installment on 
account of your home ha.vlng been 
erroneously paid in the case of these 
two members." 


Commandant Serves 'Notice. 


Aftor hearing from the board of 
control and the attorney general. 
Commandant 
Moore 
informed all 
veterans at Milford during the roll 
call assembly February 5 that they 
must be in tho home in order to be 
marked present, and would not be 
entitled to subsistence or pay out- 
side. 
Hiram Craig objected and inti- 
mated that action would be taken 
to have the order set aside. Moore 
now reports. 
Craig insisted that 
the United States government could 
not interfere with the operation of 
state homes. 
"I informed them no more ra- 


tions, coal or "laundry to the line 
would be issued," the commandant 
says in his latest communication to 
the board. 
He had previously written that 


some persons have been admitted 
to the home on the representation 
that they 
have no 
property nor 
means of supoprt, ami then buy tho 
first house offered for salp in the 
town of Milford and move into it. 
The institution has ample facili- 
ties to care for all, and the board
